The loan follows last year’s 
announcement of $800,000 in 
college housing loan funds 
through the Department of 
Housing to finance the bulk 
of the project.

Johnson also charged the 
FBI with promoting what he 
called “a myth or caricature 
of Communism. Hie American 
Communist Party does not, 

I stress, advocate the violent 
overthrow of the United 
States’ government. This is a 
false charge, one brought 
against us by certain ‘experts’ 
paid by the FBI to review 
and explain our philosophy.” 

He did not elaborate on this 
charge, which came at the outset 
of the lecture when he said; “irtost \ 
of the opposition to the American 
Communist Party I have met is 
based on myths, and I’d like to 
point up two of these major 
falsehoods. First i® the notion 
that our party is an agent of a 
foreign power. This is totally 
false and very destructive to our 
cause.” 

He said the second major “cari- 
cature” was the “notion 1 that our 
party advocates the violent over- 
throw of this nation’s govern- 
ment.” 

Johnson then launched into an 
explanation of the philosophy and 
goal's of the American Communist 
Party. Philosophically, he stressed 
a belief in “the absolute law of 
constant change in society and 
nature.” By virtue of this law, he 
said, sociological reform is in- 
evitable. 

He said the goals of the Ameri- 
can Communist Party are aimed 
toward “betterment of the work- 
ing class. We encourage various 
immediate reforms to reach the 
most advanced goal of socialism,” 
he explained. 

Johnson cited peace, democracy 
and improved living standards as 
the major “immediate reforms.” 

To obtain the first goal, he 
said “the United States must 
abandon its war of aggression in 
Vietnam. We do not belong there.” 
He termed the use of napalm 
bombing “immoral” and 1 charged 
that “the American people are not 
being told the whole truth of what 
is going on there.” 

To achieve a truer democ- 
racy, he said, “socialism would 
be a more equitable and ef- 
fective path than is capital- 
ism.” Here Johnson pointed to 
the civil rights issue as “one 
glaring area where the capi- 
talistic system has failed 
terribly to establish true de- 
mocracy.” 

He also criticized capitalism as 
an inferior road to the achieve-

in history. Our government has 
resorted to trickery used against 
the American people by shielding 
and bending the truth, justifying 
the big lie, while carrying on an 
unjust war most of the people do 
not want. 

“The United States must abolish 
such acts of imperialist aggres- 
sion. Boasts of military power, 
such as statements regarding the 
amount of nuclear destruction this 
nation could level againsst the 
Soviet Union and Red China, re- 
veal a warped mentality.” 


A double-barrelled blast was 
fired at President Johnson’s ad- 
ministration and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation at Saint 
Joseph's College here last Thurs- 
day during a lecture by Arnold 
Johnson, National Publicity Di- 
rector of the American Commu- 
nist Party. 

Speaking before approximately 
250 students, faculty members and 
area residents, Johnson called the 
United States’ involvement in 
Vietnam “an undeserved act of 
aggression and a shameful page 


Stuff has been greatly concerned recently by a certain 
evolution which we feel has been slowly changing the 
entire atmosphere at Saint Josephs College. There has de- 
finitely been a “loosening up” in many areas. Discipline has 
moved from a nearly prenatal stage to an almost adult level 
of intelligent application. Academic requirements and restric- 
tions have been removed. But possibly more important, the 
upperclassmen have moved. 

Responsibility — the weight of success or failure — is now 
in the hands of the students. Seniors and some juniors who ^ 
have sought these changes are no longer in close contact with 
the spirit of the college as a unit. The exchange between un- 
derclassmen and upperclassmen is minimal. The old image of 
the seniors and juniors leading the school — setting the ex- 
ample for the newer students — is a myth in all but the nomi- 
nal sense. Student prefects form the only bridge in the day- 
to-day life of the two groups. 

Nearly every all-college function has felt the effect of 
the isolation of the upperclassmen. Only 10 percent of the 
students living in the outlying senior dorms and in town were 
present for their conference at the retreat on Ash Wednesday. 

Pep rallies are slowly fading into history because of the lack 
of interest which could possibly be aroused by an active and 
agitating group of upperclassmen. Attendance at non-Beier 
book discussions and lectures has taken a severe dip. Student 
Council sponsored functions — the concerts and mixers and 
dances sought for so many years — have not been the suc- 
cesses which were expected. 

“We can finally see the end.” This is the motto of any 
senior class.

of farms in the Soviet Union to 
be agriculturally ineffective, he 
disagreed, saying the basic prin- 
ciple is sound. 

“The Soviet Union simply ap- 
proached collectivization too quick- 
ly, expecting too many immediate 
results. They found it necessary 
tq pay more attention to such 
items as chemistry, irrigation and 
planning before the basic princi- 
ple of collectivization' could work 
effectively.” 

He added that collectiviza- 
tion of farms in the United 
States would be less difficult 
than might be thought. “The 
big - monopoly farms have 
placed the small farmer in an 
extremely disadvantageous 
position here. Collectivization 
of farms in the United States 
would provide for a more 
equitable distribution of agri- 
culture profits, something I 
believe a majority of our 
smaller farmers would pre- 


menit of higher living standards. 
Offering socialism a® the better 
course here, he said “we must 
improve the living standards of 
everyone, not merely increase the 
profits of monopoly. Twenty per- 
cent of the American people live 
below the poverty line and another 
twenty percent live below what 
I’d call a decent standard. That 
amounts to 77 million Americans 
living in these two groups.” 

He said the more advanced goal 
of socialism will be reached when 
“the majority of American people 
favor it. Socialism isn’t perfect,” 
he admitted, “but it will give a 
greater number of people more 
equitable living standards.” 

Referring back to his point on 
“violent or non-violent overthrow 
of our current system, the Ameri- 
can Communist Party advocates 
a peaceful transition from capi- 
talism to socialism.” 

Johnson defined communism as 
a “far advanced stage of social- 
ism” and concluded his lecture 
with the remark “socialism is the 
way of the future, then commu- 
nism is next.” 

In a question-and-ianswer period 
following the lecture, Johnson 
advocated the collectivization of 
farms in the United States. In
